the vertical supporting cables of the 
Brooklyn bridge pulled out of their 
sockets and are dandling in tb.3 air. 
The accident happened at the north, 
side cf New York end of tho bridge, 
and this end. sagged from four to six- 
inches. This completely stopped all 
streetcar traffic over' the ' structure, 
but after a temporary dslay pedes- 
trians and wagons were allowed to 
proceed. The vertical cables which 
pulled out were imbedded in the great 
cables upon which the bridge is hiing. 
What caused the pulling out of the 
vertical cables is not known. , 


When the bridge and Brooklyn Rap- 


id Transit company authorities found 
how greatly the damage had been ex- 
agerated traffic was'resumed. Chief 
Engineer Probasco of the department 
of bridges said the broken rods would 
be replaced in twc or three days' time. 
The breakage, he said, was due to ex- 
pansion, presumably from the heat.

.bridge \vas open to foot passengers 
and on .the south side of the bridge 
a half dozen trolley cars are running.

The 
north side of the bridge will remain 
closed till the suspenders are replaced. 
Many people crossed the bridge this 
morning in spite of break. 


Opinion is changing as to the cause 


of the accident. While at first it was 
thought to be due solely to the heat, 
today the general opinion is that the 
disabling cf ithe bridge is due to over- 
crowding.
